Report on Education. 


Baptists are interested in general education, and ard 
doing as much along that line, perhaps, as any other peo 
ple, but they are especially interested in christian educa 
tion, and as evidence of that face according to latest sta 
stistics at hand, the Baptists of the United States have 
control of seven Theological Institutes; thirty-four Univer; 
sities and Colleges; thirty-two Institutions for Female 
Education exclusively; forty-two Seminaries and Acade 
mies tor male and co-education and = seventeen institu 
tions of learning for the colored people and Indians, ag 
gregating one hundred and thirty-two institutions of 
learning under Baptist control. These institutions rep 
resent not less than $20,000,000; 1,100 teachers; 15,000 
pupils annually pursuing their studies under Baptist  su- 
pervision, and not less than 2,000 of these are preparing 
for the gospel ministry 

What a tremendous force these agencies represent. 
Let us pray that those who guide these institutions of 
learning may themselves be guided by the Holy Spint- 
If knowledge is power, its force should be rightly dire ct 
ed that harm may not follow rather than good. The 
highest conception of true education is the cultivation 
and development of all the powers of one’s being with a 
view to God's glory and man’s highest good. This idea} 
conception of education includes the highest possible 
development of the physical, mental and moral faculties 

the most important of these is the moral. 

The person who possesses the keenest appreciation 
of the right will not use his superior physical powers 
for gain, as does the pugilist, or to oppress the weak as 
does the tyrant, but rather to help the weak. Nor will 
such one use his superior knowledge to mislead the Ig- 
norant. Superior mental and physical powers, pro} led 
by an unholy ambition for self advancement a as 
potent agencies for evil as for good when proper! di 
rected and applied. Hence the necessity for christian 
schools. Theie are no better christian schools than Bap 
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tist schools. Other things being equal for Baptists there 
are no schools quite so good as Baptist schools 

[he lines are being sharply drawn by the Catholics 
against all education save such as is offered by the paro- 
chial schools, which implies little science, philosophy and 
literatare and much Cathclicism. Some unsuspecting Bap- 
tists have been induced to patronize Catholic schools under 
the impression that they offer superior advantages, when 
the truth of the matter is their schools are very inferior 
schools. As every well informed person must know, the 
policy of Rome has ever been opposed to general educa- 
tion. It must also be apparent to every well informed 
person that the main purpose of Catholic ‘schools is to 
mzke Catholics of the pupils and not to educate them. 
It isto be regretted that Baptists have not evinced that 
loyalty to their schools that other denominations have to 
theirs 


We have no agency comparable tothat of our schools 
for the promotion of the truth and the successful com- 
bating of error. We must lool: especially to our Baptist 
schools for the great forces needed to cope with the ad 
vancing forces of error, superstition and infidelity. The 
recognized torces of the past were physical, and the 
highest moral standard recognized by the ambitious was 
embodied in the words “might is right.” fhe arena of 
physical combat and conquest has largely given place to 
the printed page and the forum. This is an age of intel- 
lect ial conflict. [he pen has supplanted the sword 

l reason the battering ram. The present age demands 
no less nerve than the past, but more learning; no less 
Proficiency in the art of fencing, or the use of carnal 
“eapons, for there are occasions when they must. still be 
used, but greater proficiency in the use of the sword of 
the spirit which 1s the word of God.

The history of our State Mission work from its be 
ginning until now may be Of iuterest to some, torin this 
line, more perhapsthamany other, we have been su 
cessful ; yet our success even in State Mission work has 
not been what it should. But overlooking the history of 
the work, passing by our suecesses and~ failures, lect us 
look at the work as it is and survey the field 
before us. Our field is as large, if not larger, and the 
amount of work needed is as great, if not greater, than 
when the State Convention first commenced its work. 
There are practical reasons for this, first, the removal of 
the old settlers from certain communities and the mov 
ing in of a different people, has left’ many churches in 
the hill country unable to keep a pastor, and yet the 
work is needed as much as ever in the past. Second, th 
springing up of little towns and the going of the peopic 
to the towns of every religious belief makes it mecessa 
ry tor us to press On, if possible, inthe front and plant 
the truth as we believe it inthe growing towns. Third, 
the rapid settling up ot the Mississippi Delta, by people 
of every class and religion, lays upon us the duty of cn 
tering every new settlement with the gospel. 1 do not 
believe that the work to be done in our own State will 
ever be less than now, but greater, for the immigrants 
from the North are beginning to settle in our hill coun 
try and that will soon call for more work. But Breth 
ren, we don't want the work finished ; we want it enla 
ed, we want it better organized and better done, not fo 
ished. Our fathers began the work and it grew on them 
every year and it has been growing since we took h d 
of it and’ will grow as loag as we are fit to work. | 
time has come for careful work, intelligent work, : 
nomical work, scriptural work, aggressive work. If we ¢ 
wake up to the truththat “We were created in (1h 
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Jesus uato good, works, which God before ordained that we 
should walk in them,” and cultivate the field for Christ as 
business men working for our Lord the generations to 
come will read our failure in the unkept vineyard of our 
Master. All the work done in the State is now practi- 
cally State Mission work, for most of the Associations, 
as ours,do this work in co-operation with the State Board. 
There is a work needed now seemingly more than ever in 
the past, and that work the State Convention at its lastse - 
sion emphasized a great deal, and I think it will be one 
of the leading features of our mission work in. the fu- 
ture I referto the colportage work. Brethren, as Bap- 
tists of the State of Mississippi, we ought to lay aside all 
thes little, local, selfish interests, and determine for 
Christ's sake, and for the truth’s sake to put our work in 
the front in every community and town where gospel 
work ts needed.
